‘C, Simmons) investigate 
e foundations of the four 
roperties in question and sub- 
it a report to the next coun- 
il! meeting was withdrawn, 
Mr Simmons said the foun- 
ations must be on solid 
‘ound and not just below the 
ip soil.

n filled and the foundations 
lave apparently only been 
ken down a little way 
rough the original top soil). 
Simmons said the trenches 
ere too shallow and the 
undations were poured when 
ot supervised by a council 
ployee. 
He did point out that he 
as not in a position to say 
hether the foundations would 
pnort a house, 
Cr Lee asked if the founda- 
fons could remain or need to 
poured again. 
Mr Simmons said they 
lould be test loaded over a 
eriod, but he suggested the 
undations should be con- 
lemned,

Applications are to be in- 
vited for the combined posi- 
tion of assistant building sur- 
veyor oy building inspector 
(one day per week) and 
yaluer (four days per week) 
and the position of valuer 
full time. (Mr McLeod was 
also assistant valuer.)

Foundations Are 
Satisfactory 


Foundations poured in con. 
travention of the building 
regulations by .Noordenne 
Building Pty. Ltd, have been 
proved satisfactory, 

The building company took 
the opportunity offered by Al- 
tona Council to engage the 
services of a reputable firm of 
specialists in foundations, 
Foundation Engineering. Re- 
sults of tests taken by the 
firm on April 1 on the four 
house sites in question—133 


and 137 Fisher Court, 149 and 
150 Watson Court--were re- 
ported to council last night, 





The testing company fre- 
commended tnat tne beating 
capacity of the foundations is 
well in excess of the loading 
imposed by the proposed brick 
veneer constructions, 


The soil conditions re- 
veatea a firm to stuf basaltic 
clay underlying varying depths 
of fil, This clay exnibits a 
tendency to shrink and swell 
with cnanges in moisture con- 
tent, 


‘ 
* To reduce the effects of this 
movement the testers stated 
that the ‘foundations should 
be placed as deep as possible 
and adequate drainage should 
be provided to remove any ex- 
cess water from the site, 


As the council had previously 
announced it was prepared to 
Accept the results of tests car- 
ried out be a reputable firm, 
Cr H, W. Lee moved the fol- 


‘lowing motion with which the 


councillors unanimously 
agreed on Tuesday night— 
“As the ‘Show Cause’ order 
has now been satisfied by this 
report the building inspector, 
Mr R, Winder, is to be advised 
that construction on these 
sites can be continued,” 


This decision only affects 
the second of the four de- 
cisions reported above, 


The building company can 
now continue construction of 
the four:houses on which the 
council had o1dered no further 
work to be done until the 
foundations were deemed sat- 
isfactory,

STREET WIDENING 
COSTS HIGH 


Widening of streets adjac. 
ent to the foreshore te permit 
angle parking along them 
would cost as much as con. 
structing a new private street, 
the Shire Engineer (Mr R. C, 
Simmons) reported to Altona 
council, - 


To provide angle parking on 
both sides of the streets, 
double the width of existing 
roadways is needed, said Mr 
Simmons, 


_ On _top of this services such 

as water mains and electric 
light poles would require to 
be relocated at council ex- 
pense, 


_ Mr Simmons also pointed 
out that the attractive ap- 
pearance of tree lined streets 
with wide nature strips would 
be lost, There are few types 
of trees suitable for planting 
in streets close to the sea ana 
those already planted in these 
streets would not be suitable 
for 2ft wide nature strips 
which would be the finished 
width between kerb and foot- 
path, 


On Cr J. J, Ginifer’s‘motion 
seconded by Cr G. den Dulk, 
the cost of the proposal has 
been referred to the Finance 
Committee and problems as- 
sociated with narrowing the 
nature strips to the Parks, 
Foreshore and Properties Com- 
mittee, 





BREAKWATER WORKS 
TO CONTINUE = 


_—, 


Construction of 


the breakwater at 


Seaholme will be ‘continued. 


However, the: section running out from the 


shore will be constructed 


to a lower level than was 


originally planned. When it turns and runs parallel 
to the shore the height will be increased by 3ft. 


Work on the project com- 
menced several months ago 
but following protests from 
residents work ceased until the 
council heard and considered 
the views of objectors. Coun. 
ter protests at the stopping of 
the work came from the Boat 
Owners Association. 


Exponents of both points of 
view were given ample oppor- 
tunity to put their views to 
the Parks, Foreshore _ and 
Properties Commitiee.* In 
fact they were given more than 
one opportunity, 


The Shire Engineer (Mr R. 
C. Simmons) said the purpose 
of the breakwater was two- 
fold—to provide anchorage for 
boats and to build up the 
beach, 


His. original recommendation 
for construction of the break- 
water followed many discus- 
sions with the Board of Works 
and the Ports and Harbours 
Branch of the Public Works 
Department, 


However, protests came trom 

residents who feared dangers 
to health and damage to 
property from accumulated 
seaweed, 


When Mr Simmons sugges- 
ted the first leg of the break- 
water be made lower the boat 
owners agreed the higher sec- 
tion running parellel to the 
shore should provide protec- 
tion for the boats, 


Mr A. S. Wright, who ob- 
jected to the scheme, con- 
sidered this proposal prefer. 
able to the original one, but 
he felt trouble would stilt ex- 


Council have adopted the 
committee’s recommendation 
that a low breakwater approxi- 
mately 3ft above the low 
water mean spring tide level 
be constructed out from the 
shore and then run parallel 
at about 6ft above this level. 
Mr Simmons considers there 
are very few occasions when 
the 6ft section would be cov- 
ered, 





McINTOSH ROAD 
CONNECTION NEAR: 


Altona council plans for connecting’ 
the two sections of Mcintosh Road, which 
is divided by the Briquette Depot, are 


nearing fruition. 


The State Electricity Commission agreed to 
make the tequired land—10} acres—available -for 
this purpose if the council financed the cost of re-' 
locating a roadway and relaying tracks inside the- 


Depot. 2 


These ‘works estimated to 
cost approximately $24,000 
have been completed and 
when the council moves the 
existing fencing to the agreed 
new alignment, arrangements 
will be made for the transfer 
of the land to the Shire. 

To assist in eradicating any 
dust problem in the area, the 
Commission is watering the 
land and suggests the construc 
tion of McIntosh Road and 
the development of the balance 


of the land for public pur- 


poses be undertaken as soon 
as possible, 

At the last March meeting 
of council, Cr J, J. Ginifer 
expressed his pleasure at hear- 
ing that the land will be 
shortly transferred to the 
Shire, i 

He said plans for joining 
the two -ends of McIntosh 
Road can now progress, 

However, as a first step he 
suggested thought would have 
to be given to the proposed 
intersection of McIntosh Road 
with Mason Street, Wide Me- 
Intosh Road will cut at an 
angle across the proposed 
dual ‘ roadway of Mason 
Street. : 


SAFETY APPEAL 
BY PRESIDENT 


In the interests of safety 
Cr S, G, McIntosh, JP, Shire 
President, made the following

“Already this year, there 
has been a noticable decline 
in the number .of deaths 
caused by road accidents, An 
all-out effort during the Easter 
vacation by every member of 
the community could ensure 
that this trend will continus.”
